“MIND YOUR COMMAS, 
. 3 OD 
RESULTS OF ERRONEOUS . 
PUNCTUATION. 


Many errors—novel, ludicorous, 
and tragic—occur through wrong 
punctuation. The misplacement 
of a comma will sometimes 
produce an ides one would rather 
have exprossad differently. 

Asan instrument of punctua- 
tion in printed text the comma 
was first seen inthe year 1521. 
A good plan is to use commas 
only when -they are absolutely 
necessary, 

On one occasion, in the House |? 
of Commons, Mr. Churchill was 
asked a question in regard to the 
alteration since 1894 of the 


punctuation of * Thy will be done, |} 


in earth as it isin Heaven,” in the 
Prayer Book. Earlierthe comma 
was put after the word: “earth.” 
Mr. Churchill replied that the 
printers presumably follow the 
Greek. He added that he. had 


‘| 00 power to alter the punctuation, 


which would require (1) King's 
Letters to Convocation, (2) re- 
commendation by Convocation 
and (3) an Act of Parliament. 

A certain school inspector, 
arriving in a Scottish burgh, 
Tequested the Provost to accom- 
pany him on a tour around the 
schools. The Provdst, as he 
‘|prepared | to ga, muttered to 
himself, “I wonder why thai ass 
has come again,” a remark which 
the inspector overheard, but 
affected to ignore. Arrived at the 
first school he proposed to ex-| 
amine the pupils in punctuation, 
but the Provost remarked, “We 
don't trouble about commias.” 
‘The inspector merely told one of 
the bors to write on the black- 
board, * The Provost of—says the 
inspector is an ass. Now,” he 
added. “put a comma after the 


-|name of the place. and another 


after inspector.” The boy did so, 
and the sentence then read, “The 
Provost of—~says the inspector, js 
an ass.” The Provost has chang- 
d his opinion as to the value of 
commas. 

Here is an instance of 
pungtuation which clearly paints 
to the necessity of printers 
understanding: not only what is 


written, but possessing the know- J. 


ledge how to express it. Describ- 
ing the costumes at a reception, 
the newspaper report that “Mrs 
Smith wore nothing that was 
remarkable,” was transformed 
into the astounding assertion that 
“Mrs Smith wore nothing: that 
was remarkable.” | 

Tt is recorded that a disting- 
uished graduate at Oxford deter- 
mined to enter the Nonconformist 
ministry.and, quite unnecessarily, 
published a manifesto: setting 
forth his reasons and intentions. 
In his enumeration of the various 
methods hy which he was going 
to marx his aloofness from the 
sacerdotalism of the Established 
Church. he wrote :—" I shall wear 
no clothes, to distinguish: me 
from my fellow-Christians. The 
picture shons in Oxford soon ‘dis- 
played a fancy portrait of the 
newly-fledged minister clad in 
what Artemus Ward called “the 
scandalous’ style of the Grek 
slave,” and bearing the inscrip- 
tion. “ The Rev.—distinguishing 
himself rom his. fellow- 
Christians.” 

A convivial host on one 
occasion proposed the following 
toast:—" Woman, without» her 
man would be a savage,” but the, 
toast list was printed thusi— 
“ Woman, without her man, 
would be a savage.” - 

Readers may have heard of the 
vrinter who, In setting up the 
Psalms for the day, put the com- 
mas in the wrong place. One 
versa should have read, “The 
wicked flea when no man pur- 
sueth, but the righteous is bold 
2s a lion.” The passage was 
printed thus :— 

The wicked flee when no man 
pursueth but the righteous, 4g 
bold as a lion.” 

A nrovincial journal announced 
that “ Two young men, with lady 
friends, went to a teachers’ meet- 
ing, and after they had left, the 
girls got drunk.” Here, again, 
the punctuation was wrong. 

The moral .is—* Mind your 
commas!” ,

From the annual report we tuke 
the following:— ~ 
Attendance:—The total number 

: scholars enrolled during the 

yoar ending Dezember Sist, 1913, 

was 1139—just 150 more than in 

the previous year. The average 
daily attendance throughout the 
“year was 699, being 30 more than 
during 1918. The highest atten- 
dance was registered on September 
y6th when 764 boys were present: 
the Jowest on July 26th the dost 
- day of the Summer term, when the 

attendance dropped to 472, This 
reduction in numbers occurs an- 
nually in July and is accounted for 
by 2 combination of circumstances. 
The school year terminates then, 
and since the annua! examinations 
are just over a great number of 
boys leave permanently either to 
proceed to the University or to 
take up various occupations, while 
others are granted temporary leave 
of absence. 

Organisation—In this depart- 
ment there have been certain modi- 
fications. The training of Pupil 
Teachers has been again plucec 
entirely in the hands of one mas‘- 
cr, Mr, Handyside, instead of de- 
volving, ag it did fora time, upon 
various members of the Staff. 
Taroaghout the school the classes 
are now, arranged in pairs, each 
pair of classes being taught. by at 
least one European Master or Mis- 
tress and one Chinese Master; this 
re-adjustment was instituted to 
ensure for boys in all classes an 
equal amount of instruction from 
a European teagher. In Septem- 
bor last a bingle section of Class 8, 
for beginners in: English, was 
formed in response ‘to the numer- 


ous applications received from! 


old Queen's College boys and 
‘others that facilities be provided 
here for the complete English 
education oftheir young sons and 
yelations. The rule is now in 
force throughout the school that 
no bey receives promotion unless 
he satisfies the examiners either 
here or at the University in both 
English and Chinese. It has long 
. been realised that in one very im- 
portant particular our equipment 
has been sadly deficient. I refer 
to the entire absence of a chemi- 
cal laboratory and to the fact that 
our physics laboratory is of @ tem- 
porary and very inadequate natura. 
This matter has from time to time 
been bfought forward in recent 
years and was definitely shelved 
during the war. Our last applica- 
tion, made a few months ago, was 
held over pending the arrival of 
Your Excellency, and since it is 
a matter-of vital importance to 
the College internally, and as the 
only Government Institution send- 
ing Chinese students on to the Uni- 
versity, we venture, to hope that 
when it is brought forward it 
~ will receive Your Excellency’s fa- 
vourable consideration and sup-

The Dei’y News bas already 
drawn attention to the need for a 
revision of policy, and on the 
constructional side it has ex- 
pressed the view that any pra.- 

» ticable alteraative to the system 
of builling with bricks should 
< Peceivethe most serious consi- 
deration at the hands of local 
authoiities. . 

The nezd for the Specdy con- 

struction of houses is so. pressing 
- that new methods and materials 
are always walcome. 

Below will be found descriptions 
of two original methods of build- 
ing whic have been approved by 
the Ministry of Health and have 
bean successfully put into. opera- 
tion. In a way they are typical 
of c large number of other 
»schemes which have been sub- 
mitted to the Standardisation and 
Construction Committee of the 
Ministry. 

CONCRETE ‘HOMES. 
he Waller ‘system of rein- 
forced concrete house construc- 
tion, which is the invention of 
Major J. H. de W. Waller, 
manager of the housing depart- 
ment of Messrs. Hill. Richards, 
ang Co, Ltd., public works con- 
tractors, of 16, Albemarle-street, 
‘represents & determined effort to 
get away from the use.of ordinary 
materials and methods of con- 
struction. It employs roinforeed 
‘eoncrate for the floors, wails. and 
roofs. Two of these houses, con 
“strunte? at ParkSion> | 
Poole (Dorse:) Corporation. ha 
baen in occupation since th: 
week of September, and not o 
are they pleasant to ‘ouk upon 
but the test of winter has pr:

One important feature of this 
method is that the various parts 
of thedipuses are made at central 
depots. The parts are 
convenient for handling ‘ 
specially designed cranes. and 
when they are sent out tl 
are ready to be lifted straiat 
into their places.

One of the most interesting 
experiments in housing that has 
‘yet been made is that of Messrs. 
Dorman, Long, and Co., the well- 

known steel sand iron man- 
wfacturers. In’ this case it was 
their own necessity that was the 
mather of the invention, for in 
erecting new works near Redcar, 
‘Inthe Middlesbroughdistrict, they 
were faced with the difficulty’ 
that thera were no houses 
available locally for the. great 
SnBax of their workers, and so 
they decided to build anindus:ral 
village on garden city lines.

FORD's BIG BONUS. . 
. 203 - 
19 MILLION DOLLARS 
FOR WORKERS. 

Mx Henry Ford announces the 
details of a profit sharing scheme. 
Employees outside the United 
States are excluded, but 94,000 
American workers participate. 

Apparently Mr, Ferd hesitated 
as to the date of the scheme. 

wishing first to pay off the loans 
by which he recently brought out 
minority interests in the business, 
ho decided to adopt a bold course 
and the concessions took cffect 
on New Year's Day. The cost of 
the new bonus is ten million 
dollars annually. No addition 
will be made to the price of the 
cars.” Indeed, a margin of profit 
remains either for reinvestment 
in the business or for further con- 
cessions to the workers or the 
purchasing public. 

The scale of the bonus is grad- 
uated according to the existing 
wage and length of service. Thus 
asix dollar a day man hired be- 
fore Octorber. 1914, receives 150. 
dollars, and the ten dollar man 
gets 250 dollars.

JUDGES ANTICIPATING 
LEGAL CHANGES. 


Even the most casual reader of 
thé newspapers“ recently must 
have been struck with the facilitr 
and rapidity with which divorces 
have been granted in the High 
Court. . 

We see happening over again 
what has happened before in the 
history of England—the ad- 
minstrators of the law are finding 
ways of going ahead of the law, 
which can no. longer be ad- 
ministered in the letter or the 
spirit without offending the public 
conscience. : 

This has always been a sure 
indication of an impending 
change in the law itself, and we 
need not be surprised if Parlia- 
ment fiads’ an early opportunity 
of harmonising the laws. of 
divorce in England and Scotland 
so as ato make it an equally 
simple matter in both countries 
to dissolve marriages which may 
be said to have already dissolved 
themselves. 

What we see in the High Court 
cases is the determination of the 
judges,. so far as they can, to 
make the incidence of the present 
unfair divorce law as fair as may 
be to both sexes. — 

INEQUALITY OF THE LAW. 

The law gives the man a 
divoree if his wife vhas been 
guilty of misconduct; the wife 
cannot get a divorcee unless she 
can prove something more on the 
part of “her husband—namely, 

either cruelty or desertion:

A man who wishes to assist his 
wife to divorce him need no 
longer give he: 2 black eye ordo 
anything similarly brutal: he 
need only write her a few letters 
which will suffciently hurt her 
feelings as to affect her health 
ever so slightly. 

PRESUMPTION OF CRUELTY. 

If the judges could: be relied 
upon to goon virtually presuming 
the necessary cruelty in this way, 
the equality of the sexes under 
the law of divorce would be secur- 
ed in practice, as it is already se- 
cured in Sc-tland legally. The 
judges, however, cannot be so 
relied upon, and the Legislature, 
atone can do what is required. 

But the equality of the sexes on 
a basis of conjugal infidelity will 
not satisfy the Divorce Law re- 
formers. They wish to get rid of 
this condition, and of deceit, per- 
jury and collusion, as well. as 
cruelty, from this ecclesiastically- 
taint-¢ law. The marriage has 
already failed before any of these 
have arisen. and in 
many cases they would never 
arise at allifit-were not for the 
law which insigts upon them. 
Both the manand the woman may 
be perfectly blameless, and yet 
fina their marriage a complete, 
failure, and wish to have it dis- 
solved.
